It was pro- 
posed that Brazil should join with the 
United States in a protest against Ger- 
man submarine warfare. | 

Latest comments of the Brazilian 
newspapers respecting the exchange of 
notes between Germany and the United 
States indicate that Brazilian public is 
impatient with the temporization. oO 
Paiz, acknowledging the moral eleva- 
tion of President Wilson, expresses the 
opinion that Germany has confidence in 
his “excessive prudence.” The paper has 
etarted a campaign for the organization 
of a league of neutrals under the protec- 


tion of the United States. 


“If President Wilson,” it Says, “had 
presented an ultimatum in the name of 
all neutrals, Germany would have 
taken him more seriously. Germany per- 
celved clearly the hesitation on the part 
of President*Wilson and replied by a 
sort of counter-ultimatum.

NOT A PASSENGER WAS KILLED - 
ON 325 RAILROADS IN 1915 


——— eee 


All Safety Records Broken by _-ines 
Operating Over 161,648 Miles 
of Track. 

CHICAGO, May 10.—All railroad safety 
records were broken in 1915 when 325 
American roads, reporting to the Bureau 
of Railway News and Statistics here, 
went through the entire fiscal year to 
June 30 without a single fatality to a 
passenger in a train accident. These 
roads operate over 161,948 miles. It is 
stated that this record of safe operation 
has never been equaled by the ratlroads 
of any other country in the word. 

All American roads, in 1915, operat- 
ing over 250,000 miles of line, reported 
19% passengers killed. The latest returns 
for the railroads.of Europe, with 197,015 
miles, show 700 passengers killed. 

During 1915 the American railroads re- 
porting immunity from fatal accidents 
to passengers carried 485,168,546 passen- 
gers a total distance of 18,083,950,000 pas- 
senger miles and hauled 1,217,959,477 tons 
of freight a distance of nearly 185,000,- 
000,000 ton miles. :

N. Y. WORLD ON ITS BIRTHDAY 


Lilac Blooms Grafted on 
Christened by Prof. Walters, Onée 
of Post-Dispatch Staff.

On the same privet 
hedge are shown grafts of bramble 
blackberry plants, African ivy, plum, 
rose, rhododendrons and azeleas.

Captain Declares in Report Liner 
Was Torpedoed Without 
Warning—Unarmed. 


SEVERAL OF CREW HURT, 
All on Craft British Subjects Ex- 


cept Two Belgians and One 
Russian.

BANTRY, Ireland, May 10.—Details of 
the sinking of the White Star liner 
Cymric were given today by members 
of the crew, who were landed here. 
They say that the torpedo which de- 
stroyed the ship struck the engine 
room. The explosion blew all the sky- 
lights off and extinguished the lights 


throughout the vessel. Four men were 
killed in the explosion and the chief 
stev-ard was drowned. 

One hundred and seven members of 
the crew took to boats shortly after. 
the liner was torpedoed, but returned 
when it was seen that the steamer was 
not in immediate danger of sinking. 
They remai-ed on board two hours, 
when a sloop which had heard the 
Cymric’s calls for help arrived and took 
them off. The sloop stood by the liner 
until she sank at 3:30 in the mornins. 

All of the crew were British subjects 
except one Russian and two Belgians. 

The officers say that the Cymric was 
unarmed. 

Several cf the crew were suffering 
from broken limbs an: were sent to a 
hospital. 

Capt. Beadnell’s report says: 

“On Monday afternoon at 12:30 o clock 
when we were eight days out from New 
York and 138 miles from land, the ship 
was torpedoed without warning. The 
track of the torpedo was seen by sev- 
eral, but the submarine was not seen. 
The torpedo struck the engine room 
and went through the side of the ship, 
exploding at the far side of the hull. 
All the skylights were blown away. 
Four men were killed by the explosicn. 
They were: 

“M. Morton, sixth stoker; J. Keuny. 
an oller; J. B. Watts, third stoker, and 
D. Bergen, a trimmer. 

“The chief steward, J. B. Malcolm, 
was drowned while leaving the ship. 
The rest of the crew, numberirg 105, 
were saved. All the survivors left the 
ship by taking to the boats. At 3:30 in 
the afternoon the seamen returned tv 
the Cymric and a wireless call for heip 
was sent out on an emergency gear 
which was rigged up. At 9:10 o’clock a 
sloop arrived and took off all the survi- 
vors. The sloop stood by until the 
Cymric sank. There were no pasrcn- 
gers on the Cymric and all the mem- 
bers of the crew were British excert 
the two Belgians and a Russian. Tlie 
Cymric had no gun of any kind mount- 
ed."’ 


Definitely Known That No Americans 
Were on the Cymric. 


LONDON, May 10.—Wesley Frost, 
American Consul at Queenstown, sent 
a telegram today from Bantry to the 
American embassy here announcing 
definitely that there were no Ameri- 
cans on boarg the Cymric. Frost said 
no warning was given, but that the 
wake of a torpedo was seen and con- 
firmed previous statements that the 
vessel was not armed. The weather 
was rough and the members of the 
crew were in the boats from 1:30 a. 
m. until 9 p. m.

British Figures Show 664,552 
Were Killed or Died of 
Wounds; 137,798 Prisoners. 


LONDON, May 10.—An official British 
estimate of German casualties in April, 
issued here today, places the total at 
91,162. The number of German casual- 
ties since the beginning of the war fs 
given as 2,822,079. These figures were 
given in the following statement: 

“German casualties, exclusive of cor- 
rections, were reported during the month 
of April, 1916, as follows: 

“Killed or died of wounds, 17,455; died 
of sickness, 2395; prisoners, 1921; missing, 
6217; severely wounded, 14,557; wounded, 
4001: slightly wounded, 38,979; wounded 
remaining with units, 5637. Total, 91,162. 

“These added to those reported in pre- 
wous months, including corrections re- 
ported in April, 1916, bring the totals re- 
ported in German offictal lists since :he 
beginning of the war to: Killed or died 
ef wounds, 664,552; died of sickness, 4l,- 
$25; prisoners, 137,798; missing, 197,994; se- 
verely wounded, 385,515; wounded, 254,627; 
slightly wounded, 1,023,212; wounded re- 
maining with units, 117,956. Total, 2,822,- 
079. 

“These figures include all German na- 
tionalities. They do not include naval 
or colonial troops.”’ 

If the 1,023,212 slightly wounded who 
presumably return to the front and 117,- 
956 wounded who recovered with their 
units are subtracted from the total of 
casualties it will be found that the 
actual number of German soldiers re- 
tired from the war is 1,681,911. When 
the war began the accepted estimate of 
Germany’s army was 5,200,000 men.

Investigation by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today showed that since 1906 
there have been 34 cases in which court 
bonds were forfeited and no collection 
from the bondsman was made. 

The money derived from these bonds, 
if collected, would go into the school 
fund. The Board of Education, through 
its secretary, Charles P. Mason, has 
asked the Circuit Attorney to investi- 
gate these forfeitures and find out why 
the money was not collected and turned 
over to the schools.

Germans Rely on Heavy Artillery in 
Verdun Attacks, Moraht States. 
BERLIN, May 10 (by wireless to 
Sayville).—“The German attack on 
Verdun is based on the crushing ef- 
fort of German heavy artillery,” 
writes Maj. Moraht, military critic of 
the Tageblatt. “The capture of the 
snialler fortresses in the west at the 
beginning of war by the use of heavy 
ertillery was only a prelude to the 
artillery operations now in progress. 
“The French have not been able to 
compete with German artillery and 
ammunition. The enormous losses of 
the French are due partly to the ef- 
fect of the German artillery and part- 
ly to the tenacity of the French, who 
will not abandon their trenches. 
“Although it is generally considered 
that attacking forces must tbe four 
times superior to those of the defense, 
in the Verdun campaign the number 
of German troops engaged is much less 
than half that of the French. The 
number of French troops may be cal- 
cviated at not less than 800,000. This 
figure represents half of the entire 
forces which France still has at her 
disposal for active fighting. 
“All the German successes on the 
eastern and western fronts were 


geined with numerically inferior 
forces. Moreover, the Austro-Hun- 
garian troops for a year have been 
helding back twice their number of 
the enemy. The principal elements In 
victory—quality of troops and cour- 
uge—are steadily working to our ad- 
vantage.” 


Advancing Inte German 
East Africa, 

PARIS, May 10.—Belgian forces 
have penetrated 70 miles into German 
East Africa, according to an official 
statement issued today by the Bel- 
gian War Department at Havre, Gen. 
Tombeur, in command of the African 
expedition, reports that a Belgian 
column that crossed the German fron- 
tier near Ruhanga has advanced to 
the eastern shore of Lake Mohasi, 
the German forces retreating in the 
direction of Lake Victoria Nyanza, 
several miles to the east.

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
May 10.—In an engagement off the 
Belgian coast on Monday between 
German and British torpedo craft, a 
British destroyer was badly damaged 
by artillery fire, according to offi- 
cial announcement by the German 
Admiralty under date of May 9. 

“Two German torpedo boats,’ says 
the official statement, “‘while reconnoi- 
tering on the morning of May 8, had a 
brief engagement north of Ostend with 
five British torpedo boat destroyers. 
One destroyer was badly damaged by 
artillery fire. The German torpedo boats 
returned to port undamaged.

U.S. TROOPER KILLS “BAD MAN” 
OF BIG BEND COUNTRY 


Proprietor of Store on Borde: Slain in 
a Long-Range Rifle Duel. 


MARATHON, Tex., May 10.—Deme- 
trice de la Garza, once known as the 
“pad man of the Big Bend country,” 
met his death in a long-range rifle 
duel with an American trooper on Mon- 
day in the hills near Boquillas. The 
cavalryman also killed the Mexican’'s 
companion. De la Garza kept a small 
trading store on thé American side of 
the Rio Grande, but ranchers have long 
known him as a@ smuggler.

Examiner in Hillsboro, Mo., 
Case Testifies to Questionable 
Conditions He Found. 


TELEPHONED TO CHIEF 


Accountant Advised Incorpora- 
tion and Directorate Two 
Months Before Failure.

HILLSBORO, Mo., May _ 10.--Evi- 
dence given today in the second trial 
of Robert B. Munroe, assistant cash- 
ier of the Jefferson county Bank at 
De Soto, charged with grand larceny, 
showed that the bank was found in an 
extremely unsatisfactory condition 
when H. R. Dooley, a State Bank Ex- 
aminer, examined it more than two 
months before it failed, that Dooley 
recommended at that time that it ve 
incorporated and placed in the hands 
of a board of directors and that he 
communicated at that time by telephone 
with Bank Commissioner John T. Hitch- 
ell, 

Dooley, who testified that he tele- 
phoned to Mitchell, was not permittea 
to repeat the conversation. 

Munroe is the son of Otis M. Munroe, 
sole owner of the bank, whose death 
was followed on April 8, 1915, by the 
closing of the bank. 

The charge of grand larceny is based 
on the acceptance by him of a deposit 
of $800, April 1, made by Miss Gertrude 
Hohenthal of De Soto, when, it is al- 
leged, he knew that the bank was in a 
failing condition. He was tried in Jan- 
vary on a charge growing out of an- 
other transaction and was acquitted. 

Examination Unsatisfactery. 

The report of Dooley, who is now 
a National Bank Examiner in St. 
Louis, was introduced and read to 
the jury. It gave the conditions he 
found when he made his examina- 
tion, Jan. 26, 1916. In stating his con- 
clusions in the report he said the 
examination was very unsatisfactory 
to him. He found much overdue pa- 
per, two excessive loans, a system of 
extension of personal loans beyond 
maturity and taking of credits for 
anticipated interest. 

The bank, according to the report, 
was unable to produce. collateral, 
deeds of trust, etc., for loans. 

The examiner found, according to 
the report, that the bank was carry- 
ing aS asset $8860 of bonds of the 
Southern Illinois Traction Co..of Illi- 
nois, which Prosecuting Attorney 
Robert E. Kleinschmidt declared in 
his opening statement to the jury 
were worthless. 

It was found, according to the re- 
port, that the bank had lent George 
R. Rathburn $5832.35, which was more 


Ninety-seven notes,

and surplus. 
gregating $26,954.71, 
due, 

The recommendation that the bank be 
incorporated , and placed in the hands 
of a board of directors was made in 
the report. 

Dooley, on the stand, was asked if, 
when he made the examination, he 
called up Commissioner Mitchell by 
telephone from De Soto. He said he 
did. He was asked to repeat the ¢on- 
versation. Objection, on the ground 
that testimony as to the telephone con- 
versation was not competent, was sus- 
tained by Judge Deering. 

Dooley testified that there had been 
trouble with the bank at previous ex- 
aminations. Most of the notes found at 
the bank, he said, were of no value. 
When he found and called attentiun to 
a bad note the custom was to get some- 
body to make out a new one. Once Ed 
Curtis, an employe, made a note to 
take the place of one to which the ex- 
aminer objected. 

Prosecuting Attorney Kleinschmidt 
told the jury that the capital and sur- 
plus of the bank was about $15,000. 

The defense is that Robert D. Mun- 
roe had no authority in his father's 
bank and did not know what the con- 
ditions were when he accepted the de- 
posit of Miss Hohenthal. The prosecu- 
tion contends that he had been in com- 
plete charge for a long time, on account 
of his father’s illness, and was fuily ac- 
quainted with the bank’s condition. 

A letter. written by Commissioner 
Mitchell, Feb. 2, to the owner of the 
bank, was introduced. This letter al- 
luded to the fact that Dooley had rec- 
ommended incorporation and the ap- 
pointment of a board of directors, and 
the letter suggested various changes.

LIKELY AS RESULT

House Unwilling to Accept Sen- 
ate Proposal for Greater 
Force, Except in War Time. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—Work on «he 
army reorganization was resumed 
today by the Conference Committee of 
the House and Senate, with indications 
of an agreement being near at hand. It 
was expected that virtually a new Dill, 
the result of a compromise, would be 
ready to be laid before President Wil- 
son next week. 

Prospects are that the Senate confer- 
ees will have to give up the voluntary 
army provision for a reserve of 261,00 
men, in view of its repudation by the 
House. Senate conferees hope, how- 
ever, to strengthen the House provigion 
authorizing citizen instruction camps, 
which would afford the nucleus of a 
volunteer army. 

It is expected .that a regular army 
with a peace footing of approximately 
175,000 men, with the Senate expansive 
organization system for 220,000 men in 
time of need will be agreed to. The 
House provision for reorganization and 
federalization of the National Guard 
which would provide for a defense re- 
serve of about 400,000 men, also prob- 
ably will be approved.

Carranza said things spentaneously, 
frankly, simply but impressively. Occa- 
sionally he said them with humor, and 
that, too, was a revelation. 

He was concrete in what he said. He 
was ready and resolute in his answers 
ond he talked appropriately. Best of 
cli, perhaps, he evinced an insistence ‘o 
discuss Mexican affairs and Mexic~.1 
perils in the light of the present. It 
vas Mexico as it is that was his text; 
not Mexico as it was or Mexico as it 
may be some day. We talked of reali- 
ties. 

I set down as nearly possible in Car- 
ranza’s oWn words and phrasing, with 
allowances for divergencies due to trans- 
lation. 

Solution of Situation Simple. 


“This situation, so far as concerns 
questions pending between the Mexican 
and United States Governments arising 
from the outrages committed at Colum- 
bus by Villa and his bandits,” said Car- 
ranza. “are capable of being adjusted 
with comparative ease. You know that 
now-sthey are well advanced toward set- 
tlement. The solution is most simple. 

“It is provided for in the words of 
resident Wilson, issued through the 
Department of War, and, as we under- 
stand it, in orders to Gen. Funston to 
undertake the pursuit of Villa. In these 
orders it is specifically stated that ‘these 
troops will be withdrawn to American 
territory aS soon as the de facto Gov- 
ernment of Mexico is able to relieye 
them of their work. In any event, the 
work of these troops will be regarded as 
finished as soon as Villa’s bandits are 
known to be scattered and dispersed.’ 

“There will be noted a similarity of 
expression in the note of the Mexican 
Foreign Office to the United States Gov- 
ernment setting forth the necessity and 
convenience of the American troops be- 
ing withdrawn to what I have just 
quoted to you from your War Depart- 
ment’s instructions to Gen. Funston. in 
the concluding paragraph of the note of 
the Mexican Foreign Office suggestion 
fs made that this Government is in a 

sition to cope with the situation which 
afforded a reason for the advance of 
Gen. Pershing, and also that Villa's 


band has been dispersed and broken up. 
“These facts—I mean that from a mil- 


itary standpoint this Government is in 
control of the situation so far as Villa 
is concerned in Chihuahua and that his 
forces are dispersed and scattered and 
incapable v: further goncerted serious 
action—cannot be disputed successfully, 
I believe. They are self-evident. 

“This bing true, what is more reason- 
able than for us to expect that the 
terms of Gen. Funston's orders cover- 
ing the.conditions under which the 
American troops shall be withdrawn 
from Mexico shall be complied with.

Apprecia- 
tions and understandings of expedien- 
cies that are very clear to persons in 
the Government are apt to be imper- 
fectly comprehended by the people. 

“In defects of these popular compre- 
hensions lie grave possibilities which it 
is the duty of the Government to reckon 
with to the extent of using its utmost 
endeavor to prevent alarming possibili- 
ties from developing into actualities. 
And, in fairness, it will be admitted, I 
believe, that this wise and necessary 
course has been ee by the Mexican 
Government. 


Why Obregon Got a Hearing. 

“In pursuance of this line of action, 
this Government saw no inconvenience 
in assenting to-the proposal that our 
Minister of War, Gen. Obregon, enter 
into conference with representatives of 
the United States Government. 

“In doing this it not only expressed 
the sentiments of men in the Govern- 
ment, but it made manifest the dispo- 
sition of the Mexican people toward pev- 
ple of other friendly nations. 

“IT want you to make clear to your 
people precisely what the situation on 
our Northern frontier with respect to 
the recent raids on American territory 
means, and the sources which create :t. 

‘It results from conditions deliberate- 
ly produced by *Mexicans who represent 
lost causes, who have been defeated in 
political and civil strife, whose prop- 
erty is in peril and who despair of re- 
gaining their property and their position 
in this republic—from which their ac- 
tions have alienated them—unless an 
intervention by the United ‘States is 
provoked. 

“Cannot your people see or under- 
stand this question? It is sufficiently 
plain to us here. What took place at 
Cgelumbus and other places on the 
American side of the border is indica- 
tive of a change of tactics on the part 
of the opponents of the Constitutional- 
ist Government. It is a new form of 
revolution. It is a cheap form, too. Lit- 
tle money is required. 

Deplores Possibility of War. 

“Tt will be tragically regrettable if 
future history records that the enemies 
of the Constitutionalist cause in and 
out of Mexico and the enemies of the 
Democratic party and of President 
Wilson's administration in the United 
States by their joint efforts succeeded 
in bringing about war between Mexico 
and the United States. 

“Our suggestion is that your troops 
withdraw to your side of the border, 
where they can patrol effectively 
against these raiding bands while our 
troops will patrol our side of the line. 
If this mutual agreement could have 
been reached before, all the troops, both 
United States and Mexican, which are 
now uselessly disposed where they can 
do no possible good, would be along the 
border, where their presence is reaily 
needed, they could do work which would 
so far toward preserving that peace 
which both Governments implore.

harm, to more useful fields for their ef- 
forts along the frontier. 

“The Government and people of Mex- 
ico wish or seek war with no nation or 
people, Jeast of all the people of the 
United States. We are assured that the 
peéple of your country wish no war 
with us. In that feeling of mutua: un- 
derstanding and toterance both Gcv- 
ernments and people, while starding 
ready, as all virile free and patriotic 
nations must, to protect and defend 
their rights and sovereignty if nec+s- 
Sary for maintaining them is {fcrced 
upon them by circumstances, can hard- 
ly fail to reach a reapproachment in 
the present case. e 

“This I say in all candor and earn- 
estness. The Mexican Government, it 
must be clearly understood, will not fail 
in its duties and responsibilities to its 
neighbors, least of all to Mexico and 
the Mexican people. The revolution has 
been severely tested and it has tri- 
umphed. It does not’ shrink from 
further tests and with the united de- 
votion and the support of a patriotic, 
emancipated people it will continue to 
triumph. 

“Hardly six months have elapsed since 
the Constitutionalist cause, by its mil- 
itary and political victories, so impres- 
sively demonstrated, sought and ob- 
tained full recognition from the Gov- 
ernment of the United States and other 
ccuntries throughout the world. Much 
has been accomplished within that brief 
period of reconstruction. 

‘When, with the restoration of com- 
plete peace throughout the _ republic, 
which now cannot long be delayed, elec- 
tions are convened and a Congress chos- 
en by the free votes of a people asked to 
exercise its right and ratify the reform 
decree promulgated by me, nothing will 
be offered for their consideration than 
can successfully be attacked on the 
ground of illegality or unconstitution- 
ality. 

“With the shanti of small and 
unimportant parts of the republic, the 
arms of the Constitutionalist troops 
have restored order and are now 
lorgely engaged only in necessary po- 
lice duty. Armed opposition to this 
Government has ceased almost en- 
tirely. 

“Reactionaries who assert that they 
are fighting for Felix Diaz have risen 
up in remote parts of the State of 
Oaxaca, Lut recently they have been 
defeated with heavy losses and their 
slight power already is broken. 

‘The economic situation, which was 
deplorable six months ago and which 
still leaves much to be desired, unfor- 
tunately, is improving as speedily 
as circumstances will permit. 

“The producers of oil in the Tam- 
rice district and other sections which 
aro underlaid with fields of petrole- 
um are increasing their production 
aimost daily. Everywhere there is 
at good wages, better wages propor- 
at good wages, better kages propor- 
ticnately than the toiler of Mexico 
ever dreamed of receiving, throughout 
the country generally. Thefe are no 
starving people now in Mexico—poor 
pec ple in plenty, yes, for, unfortunate- 
ly, a great majority of our people are 
distressingly poor, but none is starv- 
ing. There is work for them all. 

Communication Called Efficient. 

“This Government has kept its prom- 
ises with respect to the restoration and 
the maintenance of. railway mail and 
telegraphic communication. Each sys- 
tem is operating efficiently, not to its 
fullest efficiency, for there are many 
repairs necessary which require large 
expenditures of money for materials and 
of time for work.

no case where Government protection 
was possible or where blame could just- 
ly be laid to the hostility, indifference 
or omissions of the Uovernment. 

“IT tell you these things because it fs 
important that they should be known 
and appreciated by any person who de- 
sires to inquire into the true state of our 
affairs and the condition of this Govern- 
ment. It is important that they should 
be known in order that one may esti- 
mate something of what this Govern- 
ment has accomplished since it took 
into its hands six months ago the re- 
habilitation of the shattered remnants 
of political and economic Mexico. They 
are facts, open and quite apparent to 
anyone who has a disposition to see 
them. 

Denies Reprisals Are Made. 

In his comments upon measures taken 
by his Government against its enemies 
of his revolution, Carranza said that in 
no case were reprisals visited upon their 
opponents because of political partisan- 
ship. He added: 

“Our course in this regard is logical, 
legal and is very clearly defined. No 
general confiscation of property of en- 
emies of the revolution is proceeding. 
We are sequestering property only of 
persons who are known to have commit- 
ted specific crimes against the legally 
constituted Government or persons rep- 
resenting it or affiliated with it. 

“Given a few years of peace and of 
sober, honest financiering under the 
Constitutionalist Government and with 
the patient neighborly assistance which 
the United States has proffered in the 
way of enabling the republic to win her 
social, political, economic and financial 
emancipation, Mexico will pay her debts 
and prove that the confidence frequent- 
ly expressed by your President in her 
ability to manage her own affairs in- 
dependently and properly has not been 
misplaced.’’

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SIX AUTO PARKING 
ZONES ARE FIXED 
UNDER NEW LAW 


District Will Accommodate 
About 475 Machines. 


Six parking zones within the re- 
stricted downtown area, with accom- 
modations for a tctal of about 475 
automobiles, have been determined 
upon by Director of Streets and Sew- 
Talbert. They are: 


Twelfth street, on the west side 
of the street car tracks from 
Market to Locust, and on the east 
side of the tracks from Market 
to Olive; accommodating 140 
machines, parked diagonally, 
facing car tracks. 

Eleventh street, on both sides, 
from Market to Washington; ac- 
comodating about 100 cars, 
parked parallel to sidewalk. 

Tenth street, on both’ sides, 
from St. Charles to Washington; 
accommodating about 15 ma- 
chines, parked parallel to side- 
walk. 

Lot adjoining the old city hall 
on the west, 110 feet wide, be- 
tween Chestnut and Market. Ac- 
comodations for 150 cars, parked 
diagonally in six lines, all enter- 
ing and leaving by Chestnut 
street. 

Fourth street, on the west side 
between Market and Chestnut; 
accomodating 35 cars, parksd di- 
agonally. 

Lot at southeast 
Fourth and Market, 
Board of Education, 
modating 35 cars. 

Ordinance Effective May 27. 

These parking zones will be in readi- 
ness by May 27, when an ordinance for- 
bidding the parking of autos downtown 
for more than two hours at a time goes 
into effect. The restricted district with 
the exception of the established parking 
zones, is in the area bounded by Fcurth 
street, Twelfth street, Market sireet 
and Washington avenue. 
Director Talbert said that he was 
seeking other parking places adjacent 
ic the restricted area, and said that the 
best one of these was on the south side 
of Market street, between Twelftu and 
F'ourteenth streets, where 100 macnines 
could be parked diagonally in front of 
the city hall and the Municipal Courts 
Euilding. He has arranged to permit 
parking on Chestnut street, eact of 
Sourth street, but has not determined 
whether to permit parking on both e’des 
He also is considering’ establishing 
parking zones on other streets cast of 
Fourth street. 

Plans also are being discussed for 
the employment of watchmen at the 
parking zones, but nothing definite 
has been determined upon. The po- 
lice department supgested that the 
Automobile Club might employ li- 
censed watchmen for this work and 
relieve the police department of that 
expense. 

‘Detroit Pinch” to Be Adopted. 

It virtually has been determined 
to try out the “Detroit pinch’ in St. 
Louis in connection with the enforce- 
ment of the new parking ordinance. 
This is the system used in Detroit, 
where a policeman, observing a 
parking violation, pastes a_ sticker 
upon the windshield of the offender's 
car. 

This sticker states what offense is 
charged and notifies the auto owner 
that his license number has been 
taken. No arrest is made for the 
fret offense, but a sticker placed on 
the car for a second offense is a 
convenient method of notifying the 
offender that his presence is desired 
at the nearest police station to 
answer for the traffic violation.

LORD LIEUTENANT 
OF IRELAND, QUITS 


Announcement of Retirement of 
Sportsman Well Known in U. 
S. Made in House of Lords. 


LONDON, May 10.—The Marquis of 
Crewe announced in the House of 
Lords today that «Baron Wimborne, 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, had re- 
signed. 

Baron Wimborne is well known in the 
United States for his success in 1914 in 
organizing and financing the team that 
teok back to England the polo cup. He 
is 43 years old, and had held the post 
cf Lord Lieutenant since January, 1916. 
His wife is said to own the finest rubies 
in the world, including the famous Hope 
rubies, valued at $250,000. 

Replying to the protests which have 
been made in the last few days against 
the putting to death of leaders of 
the Irish rebellion, Herbert Samuel, 
the Home Secretary, said today, in a 
speech that the Government would 
have been guilty of unpardonable weak- 
ness if it had not meted stern punish- 
ment to the guilty. The public might 
rest assured, Mr. Samuel added, that 
neither the Government nor the mili- 
tary authorities had any intention of 
adopting a policy of wholesale prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. Samuel thought it would be found 
the number of cases in which it was 
necessary to enforce the extreme pen- 
alty was nearing an end, if, indeed, the 
end had not already been reached. 
Premier Asquith told the House of 
Commons today there was reason to be- 
lieve that there would be no further 
necessity to proceed to extreme meas- 
ures with Irish rebels, although he could 
give no undertaking to that effect. 

In reply to a question from John Dil- 
lon, Nationalist member, for East Mayo, 
Asquith said that so far as he knew no 
prisoner had been shot in Ireland with- 
out trial. 

Announcement was made today of the 
appointment of a royal commission to 
investigate the Irish rebellion. The 
members of the commission are Baron 
Hardinge, former Viceroy of India; Jus- 
tice Sir Montague Shearman and Sir 
Mackenzie Chalmbers, former perma- 
nent Under-secretary of State for the 
Home Department. 

The Premier stated that S. F. Sheehy 
Skeffington, editor of the Irish Citizen, 
was shot in Dublin on April 26 without® 
the knowledge of the military authori- 
ties. This statement was in reply to an 
inquiry yesterday whether Skeffington 
had been shot before tne proclamation 
of martial law.

Government will exercise what it 
claims as its right to prohibit the 
exportation into the United States of 
power derived from the Canadian side 
of Niagara Falls if the United States 


persists in its protests against fur- 
ther water being taken from the 
river above the falls, Attorney-Gen- 
eral I. B. Lucas declares. 

More than 146,000 of the 260,000 
herse-power now developed, he said, 
passes into the United States from 
the Canadian side and the Dominion, 
by shutting off the exportation of 
this power, could tie up hundreds of 
American industries within a radius 
o2 100 miles of the falls.

“I am able to supply the following 
first-hand details of the surrender cf 
Major-Genera! Charles F. Townshend 
and his garrison at Kut-El-Amara. 

“The last wireless communications 
sent out by Gen. Townshend were Ci3- 
patched on the morning of April %. 
Two mesages were received here. The 
first one read: 

“I have destroyed the guns, most vf 
the munitions are being destroyed and 
officers have gone to Khalil (the Turk- 
ish General) at Madug, to say we are 
ready to surrender. We must have 
food. We cannot hold out any longer. 
i<halil was today told of our predica- 
ment and officers have gone with a 
launch to bring food from the Juiner.”’ 

The Julner was the ship sent on the 
night of April 2% to carry supplies to 
the garrison at Kut. 

Tells of Hoisting White Fiag. 

The next wireless begins: 

“Have hoisted the white flag at Kut 
over the fort and town. The guards 
will be taken over by the Turkish regi- 
ment now approaching. I shall shortly 
degtroy the wireless. The troops will 
go into camp near Shamran.’ 

“A prearranged signal indicated at 1 
Pp. m. that Gen. Townshend's last mes- 
sage had gone through. 

“On the same day the Turkish Gen- 
eral, Khalil Bey Pasha, received the 
British parliamentars. He said he was 
anxious that the garrison be well ra- 
tioned and that Gen. Townshend, for 
whom he expressed profound admira- 
tion, should receive every comfort, after 
the privations he had endured so gal- 
oes : lantly.

Lawrence Veiller, secretary of the Na- 
tional Housing Association, in a report 


just submitted to the Civic League on} ¢——-— 


the bousing situation in St. Louis, as 


found by him in an investigation made |} 


last December eat the request of the 
league, says that the city, in attempting 
to deal with the problem for the last 10 
years, has wrought a slight change for 
the better but that the improvement has 
been almost inappreciable. 

The conditions as they now exist, be 
éeclares, can no longer be tolerated with 
safety to the community. ‘Changed 
they must be,” he says, “if St. Louis 1s 
to take her place among the progressive 
and forward-locking communities of 
America.” 

The steps to be taken, he says, are: 

Organize a St Louis housing asso- 
ciation. 

Enlist the leading business men in 
this organization. 

Provide an annual budget of $10,000. 

The right, kind of executive. 

Make St. Louis know the facts. 

Organize an educational campaign. 

Adopt a housing platform. 
Adopt a housing program. 
Campaign Suggestions. 

For the educational campaign the sug- 
gestions are: Organize the city by dis- 
tricts, make a house-to-house canvass 
and card-index the people, distrib:.te 


| p»mphiets, prepare a general educational 


leaflet, iinite all civic and social ovr- 
ganizations in an auxiliary federaticn, 
ynite the churches in a similar federa- 
tion, appoint slum guides, enlist all the 
rewspapers in support of the campaign 
and hold housing institutes. 

The following housing platform is 
suggested: ‘‘Every family hag a right to 
a safe, decent and sanitary home, health- 
ful surroundings, adequate sanitation, 
ample and pure running water inside 
the house, modern and sanitary toilet 
conveniences for their exclusive use, lo- 
cated inside the building, adequate 
light and ventilation, reasonable fire pro- 
tection, privacy, rooms of sufficient size 
and number to decently house the mem- 
bers of the family, freedom from damp- 
ness, prompt, adequate collection of all 
waste materials. These fundamental re- 
guirements for decent living should be 
obtainable for every family at a rental 
not to exceed one-fourth of the family 
income.”’ 

The housing program outlined is as 
follows. Attack the main 
evils, remove vaults, eliminate dark 
rooms, remove garbage, rubbish and 
other wastes, repair or destroy dilapi- 
dated houses, eliminate the stable from 
residence districts, remove wooden 
sheds and outbuildings, close or improve 
cellar and- basement rooms, remove out- 
side sinks and catch basins and replace 
them with modern inside sinks, remove 
all outside hydrants and have running 


‘| water in each kitchen, pave and drain 


all yards, compel installation of fire 
escapes, prevent overcrowding, correct 
the lodger evil. 


Other Activities Suggested. 
Other phases of activity suggested are 


a campaign for a proper force of in- 
spectors in the Health Department, an 
intensive study of the work of the 
Health Department, the harnessing of 
the police force to sanitary work, the 
enforcement of housing laws by the 
courts, better equipment for the legal 
end of the work, education of the ten- 
ants, the compilation of a white 
list of good houses for the use 
of tenants and a list of good _ ten- 
ants for the use of owners, education 
of janitors, education of builders and 
architects, study of the lodging house 
problem, study of the best types of 
houses to encourage, organization of 
companies to manage workingmen’s 
dwellings, development of the  single- 
family home, establishment of garden 
suburbs, creation of residential and in- 
dustrial districts, improvement of al- 
leys, study of property subdivisions, re- 
habilitation of blighted districts, clear- 
ing whole slum areas, removing the 
dead hand from the Mullanphy fund 
and establishing a health center. 

The idea of a health center is to map 
out @ small, compact district that is 
typical of the worst conditions and do 
everything in that district that needs. 
to be done, as an object lesson to the 
rest of the city as to what can be done 
by united, intelligent and concentrated 
effort. 

When Veiller was here in December 
he made a thorough investigation of 
housing and related conditions and de- 
livered a number of addresses.

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GERMAN RAIDS O 
ENGLAND ARE OVER 


Rearrangement of Forces Will 
Prevent Escape of Squadrons, 
Admiralty Chief Says. 
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LONDON, May 10.—A. J. Balfour, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, in a let- 
ter anent the German raids on east and 
south coast towns, foreshadows charges 
in the disposition of Great Britain’s 


naval forces which are likely to prevert 
in the future German raiding squadrons 
from escaping severe punishment. * 

Balfour says the net results of such 
hasty attacks on unfortified towns are 
“singularly futile." He expresses the 
opinion that the Germans have made 
their last raid, because “having duped 
the Irish rebels to their destruction by 
the promise of a serious attack on 
Great Britain, they made a show of ful- 
fling the engagement by bombarding 
Lowestoft and Yarmouth for 50 minutes. 
He adds: ; 

“It is not an experiment, so far os I 
can judge they would be well advised 
t)» repeat. This woulg be true even if 
the distribution of our naval forces on 
the east coast was undergving no alter- 
ation. In the earlier stages of the war 
considerations of strategy required us 
te keep our battle fleet in more north- 
ern waters. Thus situated they would 
concentrate effectively against any pro- 
longed operation, such as those invol-ed 
ir an attempt at invasion, but not 
against brief dashes made under cover 
of night. 

“But with the progress of the wor our 
maritime position has improved. The 
submarine portion of the grand fleet 
now is available in growing numbers 
for coast defense and—what is even 
more important—the increase in the 
strength of the grand fleet itself will 
enable us to bring important forces to 
the south without impairing any: n2val 
preponderance elsewhere.”’ 

It would be impolitic, the First “ord 
taid, to go into details, but adds that 
the reasons “he has given sufficiently 
justify his conviction “that another raid 
cn the coast of Norfolk—never a zafe 
operation—will henceforth be far trore 
perilous to the aggressor than it hes 
been in the past and if our enemy is 
wise is therefore less likely.’’ «

FREE LEGAL COUNSEL FOR POOR 
IS PROPOSED AS KANSAS LAW 


Assistant Attorney-General to Urgr 
Enactment Refused by Legislature 
Three Years Ago. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 10.~W. P. Mont- 


gomery, Assistant Attorney-General of 
Kansas and in charge of the free lezal 
aid bureau of that office, will endeavor 
to have the next Legislature enact a law 
creating the office of Public Attorney in 
each county of the State. A measure 


desinged to this end was defeated by 
the law-makers three years ago. 

The function of the attorney which 
Montgomery is planning to have pro- 
vided for will be to hear and consider 
all questions of law which persons with- 
out funds may submit to him and to 
prosecute or defend such worthy causes 
as may be submitted -to him. :

BRITISH COAL COSTS $26 
A TON AT FRENCH PORT 


Abnormal Prices Are Pue to the Un- 
precedented Rise in Rates for 
Ocean Hauls. 
BORDEAUX, France, May i10—The 


retail price of Glasgow and Cardiff 
coal at Bordeaux has reached $24 and 
$25, respectively, per ton; anthracite, 
$29 per ton. These abnormal prices 
are due primarily to the unprece- 
dented rate on ocean cargoes. 

British coal has in the past been 
the source of supply throughout this 
region, although American coal has 
found a market at Barcelona, on ac- 
count of the longer haul which tends 
to equalize the rates from England 
and the United States. Attempts are 
being made to introduce American 
coal at Bordeaux and, were tonnage 
available at reasonable rates, it 
would have a good opening. 

The total annual imports of indus- 
trial and domestic coal at Bordeaux 
are approximately 1,550,000 long tons 
of 2240 pounds. Besides Bordeaux, the 
port of Bayonne serves as the im- 
porting center for the Lower Pyre- 
nees, and the approximate volume of 
coal’consumed in this district fs 460,- 
000 tons ‘per annum.

MUST PAY SHORT RATE BILLS 


Judgment has been given by Judge 
William C. French in the Camden City 
District Court in the suit of the Matos- 
Menz Advertising Co. against the Fitz- 
gerald Soap Co. for $38.93. The decision 
establishes the liability of advertisers 
for payment on the short rate basis if 
they fail to aceept the number of in- 
gertions originally contracted for. 

The Judge holds that the defendant 
in failing to accept the number of in- 
gertions covered by the contract auto- 
matically incurred the short rate charge 
for the space that was used. The Court 
finds that the contract is not only legal, 
but imposes no hardship on the adver- 


tiser.

Charles Hubbard Judd, director of the 
Schoo) of Education of the University 


of Chicago, addressed the Board of Ed- 
ucation at its meeting last night to ex- 
plain to the members the work, purposes 
and cost of school surveys. 

The board has had under considera- 
tion for several months the question of 
a survey of the local schools. A special 
meeting of the. board will be held to- 
morrow afternoon to discuss the ad- 
visability of the survey. It is favored 
by a majority of the board members. 

The board, through the survey, desires 
to give the public all the information 
possible concerning the school situation 
prior to the $3,000,000 bond issue eleo- 
tion authorized. by the board, to be held 
probably in September. 

The survey, if made, will be started 
within the next two weeks, or as soon 
as the board can employ competent 
men for the work. Judd, at the request 
of the board, recommended several ex- 
perts in survey work to handle the sur- 
vey here if it is decided to have one. 

Judd told the board there have been 
numerous successful school surveys 
throughout the country, arising from 
various causes. Most notable among 
the surveys already made, he saii, are 
those of Baltimore, New York, Boston, 
San Antonio, San Francisco and more 
recently Cleveland. 

Measures School Work. 

“Surveys are the method of measur- 
ing the work of the public: schwols,”’ 
said Dr. Judd. “Sometimes they are 
rought because the public wishes to 
know the condition of the school sys- 
tem, sometimes because of superintend- 
ent of education differs with members 
of an educational board or with sehoo! 
commissioners on the policies of the 
schools and sometimes to ascertain 
only the financial] status of the system 
and find out what its money has beer. 
spent for and if spent wisely. and effi- 
ciently.”’ 

He said a thorough survey would in- 
clude an investigation and report by the 
surveyors on all subjects pertaining to 
the schoo] system, the internal affairs 
of the administration being includcd as 
) ‘well as the external work of the teach- 
ers and officers of the instruction de- 
partments. 

Investigation of the finances an¢ the 
building operations of the board would 
be included. Experts in the administra- 
tion of schools making the survey, he 
said, would investigate the buildings to 
determine whether they were the most 
appropriate for the purpose to which 
they are put or whether they are tov 
elaborate and contain waste space. 

“The idea of the survey,’’ the visitor 
xald, “is to show by a tabulated report 
the unit cost of every detail in the op- 
eration of the schools. The separction

Let us not overlook the point of responsibility 
for the woful lack of military preparation which 
embatrasses the Government in the Mexican 


| crisis and may prove a costly blunder. 


The vote that defeated the Senate amendment 
j Which provided for 260,000 regulars and a trained 
Sec | Volunteer reserve army was divided between the 
representatives in Congress of all parties, but 
the responsibility rests on the Democratic party— 
the party in power with majorities in both houses 
of Congress. 

The Democrats are responsible to the country 


for the conduct of the Government. They contro! | 


the administration and every department of gov- 
ernment. They can pass any measure upon which 
the representatives of the party in Congress and 
the President unite. They must. answer. to. the 
people for their stewardship and bear the blame 
of every blunder committed by the Government. 

The question is commonly @pked what issue 
will the Republicans have for the next election? 
Possible issues ‘which offer hope of victory are 
scarce. But if the country is shamefully humili- 
ated by poor, war-torn, feeble Mexico, if we suffer 
heavy losses of men and have to bear vast ex- 
penditures through early disastérs and prolonged 
warfare, in the event of an attack from Mexico, 
the Republicans will not have to search for an 
issue. It will be made for them by the Demo- 
cratic administration. 

We are now humiliated and embarrassed in 
dealing with Mexico. We haven't the soldiers nec- 
essary to maintain an adequate expeditionary 
force for the Villa bunt and to patrol! the border. 
When Funston was asked if he intended to send 
more soldiers to pursue the Glenn Springs raiders 
he answered: “I haven't got any men”—a humili- 
ating reply. 

We have just passed a crisis with Germany 
without a stroke of adequate naval and army 
preparation. We are confronting the imminent 
probability of war with Mexico without trained 


and equipped soldiers enough for the pursuit of 


Villa and to protect the border. With Gen. 
Obregon’s disposition of his troops in preparation 
for war we would probably. be unable to defend 
the country against invasion; we even might be 
unable to save our own troops in Mexico from 
destruction or heavy losses and desperate condi- 
tions. When we should be able to strike hard 
and effectively we are not able to prevent little 
poverty-stricken Mexico from striking destruc- 


tively. 
The President shares the responsibility and 
must answer for consequences. Speaking to the 


American Union against Militarism he said: 


When things are at sixes and sevens in @ 
neighboring country, as tn Mexico, and évery- 
body apparently a law unto himself, there are 

not men enough to safeguard that border. 


Why doesn’t he tell Congress this and insist 
that the Government be given adequate forces. 

We are playing with disaster and gambling on 
hope. We assure the Democratic leaders in Con- 
gress that they are fooling with dynamite. 
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NATIONAL CONVENTION TICKETS. 

Those who subscribed a certain minimum to 
the fund for the Democratic national convention, 
say $40 or $50 each, will receive an acknowledg- 
ment in an assignment of convention tickets for 
their personal use. Such a courtesy is in accord- 
ance with custom. Chicago, however, will place 
a large amount of convention tickets on public 
sale at from $50 to $200 or more a ticket. Chi- 
cago expects in this way to recoup the entire 
emount of its guarantee fund, but why should it 
stop with so modest an amount? 

Why should not the convention, conducted as 
an amusement enterprise, be managed so as to 
yield a handsome profit?

A visit to Shaw’s Garden this spring by one 
familiar with the spot leaves the impression that 
the out-of-doors part of the garden is being sac- 
rificed to the greenhouses.

And the directors of the garden have spared no 
thought or 6ffort in filling them with the most 
beautiful specimens of plant life.

But, in contrast, the lawns, flower beds and 
trees outside appear to be neglected. There is 
a look of unevenness and weediness about mucn 
of the turf. It seems to need renewing, and the 
season is probably too far gone for that,. this 
After all, during the Yarm weather the lawns 
outdoors, the trees, shrubs and flower beds, so 
perfect in former years, are more to the taste of 
the visitor than the hot, humid greenhouses.

We indulge the hope that the addréss of Dr.

The board would take the best possible step to- 
wards putting the schools on a sound foundation 
and getting all the money necessary for the pur- 
pose by ordering the survey. 
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LAUGHING-STOOKS. 

At the circus the other evening President Wil- 
gon, as a dispatch says, “smiled broadly when a 
peace ship commanded by a clown made up to 
represent former Secretary Bryan passed in the 
ring.” 

Millions of other people are constantly laugh- 
ing at similar representations of the peace 
apostle, and there is little sympathy mixed up 
with the risibles. It ” rather, derisive of the 
“quitter.” 

Bryan and Roosevelt are easily. the two most- 
caricatured, _most-burlesqued, least-seriously- 
taken figures in present-day politics. Their prin- 
cipal function is to amuse, and it is doubtful 
whether either will ever regain his lost dignity. 
There is a considerable justice sometimes at the 
bottom of American humor. 
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Some think we have only to protect the border; 
that the Mexicans will eventually exterminate 


themselves. 
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GERMAN SUBMARINE ILLUSIONS. 

Statements based on surmise about conditions 
under which the German reply to American de- 
mands was framed are confirmed by the interest- 
ing quotations from the Lokal Anzeiger of Ber- 
lin printed in the Post-Dispatch. 

Speaking of influences exerting an effect on the 
German Government in reaching its determina- 
tion, the paper said: 

The decision would have been easier if public 
opinion had not been influenced and inflamed 
in other directions by certain irresponsibles. 
It is just the same proposition as was the 
great mistake made in announcing the subma- 
rine war on commerce, at the beginning of 
1915, with great words and prescribing for the 
untried weapon successes which it could not 
obtain. It was wrong to preach that the sub- 
marine commercial warfare was the only ef- 
fective weapon against England, although this 
may have been done with the best intentions. 
Had we not other reliable data on the subject, 

German popular sentiment might be reconstruct- 
ed from these words alone. . 

With the blockade effecting a deprivation of 
countless comforts, if not of necessities, to which 
the nation was accustomed, and madé a cause of 
irksome restrictions on the citizens, we can 
imagine how hope has been centered on Von Tir- 
pitz’s promises relative to the submarine weapon. 

England was to be bottled up, he declared. 
Every Bnglish or allied ship nearing any harbor 
in Great Britain was to be torpedoed. “England 
wants to starve us!” he exclaimed. “We can play 
the same game.” 

England has not been bottled up. England has 
not been starved. But we can conjecture how 
the “irresponsibles” of which the Berlin paper 
speaks may have seized on these vainglorious as- 
surances and magnified them into predictions still 
more confident and fantastic. 

The Government, in accepting serious limita- 
tions on the use of the “only effective weapon 
against England” was ending grave anxieties in 
America, but it was also destroying fond but fat- 
uous illusions widely cherished in Germany.

Cincinnatian Advocates Munici- 
pal Education in Address to 
B. M. L. Conference. 


The way to clean up and paint up St. 
Louis and keep it up, according to W. 
B. Melish, president of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce, who came here 
to speak on the subject at the Business 
Men's League conference. luncheon at 
the Mercantile Club today, is to inter- 
est and educate the people so that they 


will keep cleaning up all the time and 
co-operate continuously with the busi- 
ness and civic organizations and the 
city departments. 

“There is no difficulty,” he said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at the 
Planters, “in getting the city depart- 
ments to do their part. In Cincinnat! 
we have the active support of the 
Police Department, the Fire Depart- 
ment, the Health Department, and all 
the city officials, not for one week, 
but every week. But the city depart- 
ments cannot do it all. The impor- 
tant thing is to getgthe people to 
clean up their front yards, their back 
yards, their basements and their gar- 
rets and keep them clean. 


School Children Can Heip. 

“In the three years’ campaign we 
have had the co-operation of the 
school children. I have in my office 
10,000 inspection report cards filled 
out by school children this spring, 
concerning conditions found in that 
number of houses, front yards and 
back yards. 

‘“‘We first impress upon the children 
to help their parents clean up their 
own places and then urge upon «thers 
te do likewise. In this way, through the 
children, 
spirit is cultivated in the minds cf the 
people. 

“In connection with the €hamber of 
Commerce we have organized a Civic 
and Vocational League, of which %00 of 
the older school children are members. 


groups visit the Chamber of Com:nerce 
in turn and listen to addresses. 


Fire Prevention Linked. 

“With cleaning up and painting :1p we 
link fire prevention. In 1915 there were 
500 less fires than in 1914. Insurance men 
attribute this to the thoroughness with 
which the city was cleaned up. The de- 
crease in losses was $600,000. This result - 
ed in a reduction of 6 to $ per cent in 
rates in the business’ section, ~ which 
neans an annual saving to the busines; 
men in premiums of $160,000.’

But Old Cactus is’in there every day, 
having his Moriarity, while Good and 
Cooper are utilizing their speed to 
run up and down the bench. 


Superbas Beat Alex Twice. 


Grover Cleveland Alexander is still 
with the club, “even though he did 
spring a charley horse in-his spine 
Mast fall, about the time it was op- 
portune to beat the Red Sox out of 
a world’s series. Alexander hasn't 
shown any alarming symptoms of 
going to seed. He has pitched 52 in- 
nings this spring and allowed 14 runs 
and 45 hits. He knocked the Braves 
off three times and New York once. 
His only defeats are credited to 
Brooklyn, which is a thorn in Patri- 
cio Moran’s Hibernian side. 

The Phils are in second division 
today, whereas a year ago they wer» 
on top.

Burns Replaces Killefer. 


But Killefer, who got his start after 
being fired from the Browns, was one 


of the National League’s foremost re- 
ceivers last sedson, and without him 
the Phils are sure to be at least 10 per 
cent less efficient. Tight games often 
are won and lost on a theft of the mid- 
dle bag, as the Brown rooters can hur- 
riedly testify to. Sunday's game in De- 
troit, for instance. 

Eddie Burns, an ex-Cardinal, is doing 
the bulk of the receiving for Moran and 
it is pertinent to state. here, too, that 
the third catcher, Jack Adams, is laid 
up with a busted finger. If Burns gets 
bumped off the Phils will have to use 
Killefer, who can’t throw, or else bring 
up an undeserving recruit from the 
minors for pinch duty.

SIMPSON'S CLAIM 
TO HURDLE RECORD 


—_ 


Local Man Was Timer in Satur- 
day’s Race When Tiger Star 
| Set Mark of 14 3-5 Seconds. 


*Guy Kirksey, who was one of the 
many great hurdlers turned out by Mis- 
souri University, writes to the Post- 
Dispatch many important details of Bol) 
Simpson’s great race at Columbia Satur- 
day, when the Missouri star was ciocked 
at 148-5 seconds, a new world’s record 
for the 120-yards high hurdles. Kirksey 
says: 

‘Tt have noticed two or three articles 
since last Saturday regarding Bob Simp- 
son’s hurdle race in whieh he lowered 
the world’s- record. I note Tuesday’s 
Post-Dispatch says ALL the officials 
were Columbians—this is in error, I had 
the honor of being’ one of the timers and 
it was my watch which caught the fast- 
est time—not 148-5, but split between 
143-5 and 144-5 I KNOW the time 
was correct. I caught the pistol flash 
and was crouched under the tape when 
he finished. The track runs east And 
west—a strong wind was blowing from 
the west in the face of the runners, which 
fact makes the time all the more remark- 
able. All the contestants got away _to @ 
beautiful start, all going over the first 
hurdle together and Simpson gradually 
pulling away from the field. Packer of 
Ames, who finished second, was about 8 
yards behind Simpson at the finish. Simp- 
son did not touch a hurdle. 

‘Manley, Burrows and Collier are all 
experienced timers and I've had some ex- 
perience. I can see no good reason why 
the record should not stand. Anyhow, from — 
the way he’s been running in practice, 
he’ll eventually get the record and he'll 
put it at 143-5 if he gets an ideal day. 
Watch him next Saturday against Kan- 
gas. He needs competition—no one in 
the Middle West can push him, 

“Simpson is a wonderful trainer. By 
that I mean he observes religiously the 
training rules laid down for him—and 
with it all never neglecting his school 

‘work, as his exceilent scholarship record 
will show. Modest to the uth degree, 
with blushes barely concealed Beneath 
the skin and rising on the slightest 
provocation. He Is very amusing to talk 
to—this big, corn-fed boy. I hope he 
may sometime get a chance at the Pen- 
tathion in the international competition. 

“sg M. Burrows was one of the timers 
instead of B. F. Hoffman, as you nave 
it, (Hoffman was one of the judges of 
the finish.) Burrows is a former mem- 
ber of the Yale track team. If I can give 
you any information I will gladly do no.

ALBERTS 1 SAVED 
BY BELL IN BOUT 


WITH TOM BURKE 


Local Middleweight a Much- 
Improved Boxer, Harry 
Sharpe Believes.

Boxing Authority. 

Personally, I believe Tommy 
Burke, the St. Louis middleweight, 
to be an-improved boxer. Not mere- 
ly because he defeated Johnny 
(“Kid”) Alberts of Elizabeth, N. J., 
at the Future City Club last night, 
but because his style has become 
more that of a scientific fighter. His 
feinting for openings is better, he is 
much quicker to take advantage of 
opportunities, and he aims his}, 
punches with greater precision. 

Last night Burke was the bigger man 
of the two, probably 12 pounds heavier, 
and was much the stronger—but these 
requisites alone would not have won 
for him. He needed something more 
than size and strength, and he had it. 
Of course, he was unable to force the 
fighting by reason of his physical ad- 
vantages, but he was abie to retain 
this advantage only because he knew 
how to. His Tadensert of distance was 


good, both in landing blows and block- 
ing blows. 


A Glutton for Punishment. 


Alberts is a willing man in the ring, 
a glutton for punishment, -and he kept 
Burke busy from start to finish. Burke 


never had a chance to take things easy, 
nor was he able to indulge in any fancy 
sparring. Either he had: to keep right 
after Alberts, or Alberts was after him. 

In order to take the lead and keep it 
Burke had towork all the time. hie 
resuited in good entertainment, and A!- 
berts was loudly applauded for his ef- 
forts. Burke was given credit for his 
by the crowd, but because it could not 
be denied him. Burke is a St. Louis 
product of the ring, and has tried hard 
to make a distinguished boxer of him- 
self, but invariably it seemg as if his 
opponents carry the sympathy and best 
wishes of the spectators. Perhaps noth- 


ing would please quite so much as to]; 
see Burke knocked out, but the boxeric 


has, so far, failed to appear who could 
do it—and ‘Burke has never picked his 
opponents 

A description of last night’s bout be- 
tween Burke and Alberts, blow for blow 
so far as they could be followed, wou:d 
be wearisome because both boxers :n- 
dulged in nothing unusual or did any: 
thing extraordinary. They boxed a go. 
scientific bout, using the punches, 
swings, counters, uppercuts, hooks an? 
footwork that should be expected in 
such an exhibition. Burke was the ag- 
gressor “4 he used his assortment of 
blows to better advantage and with 
more punching effect. 


Alberts Guilty of “Holding.” 
Both did some holding, but Aiberts 

was wide open with his, while Burke 

was more cunning. Alberts thought 


nothing of grasping Tommy about the 
back of the neck or head with his jeft. 
while diligently pumping in punchce 
with his right; Burke thought just us 
little of catching Johnny’s glove under 
his arm and belting away at the body. 
Both styles constituted a vioiation of 
the rules, but Burke’s was done under 
cover. 

Real thrills were few and far between 
because the bout was fast fought 
throughout, but ther@ were a few. In 
the sixth round Burke straightened his 
left lightly to the face and then fcel- 
lowed with a right cross, and Alberts 
went down. He was up at once, how- 
ever, and did not appear to have boeaen 
weakened. At this stage of the bvut 
Alberts’ right shoulder and neck were 
showing the results ofe Burke's ieft 
swings. 

In the seventh round Burke forced A]l- 
berts into the southeast’ corner of the 
ring and dealt him some hard — ight 
punches squarely to the jaw and it 
looked bad for the Néw Jersey boy when 
the bell came to his: rescue. 


Bell Saves New Yorker. 


The real thrill came in the eighth. 
Burke was slowing up a bit, not be- 
cause he was weaker, but because he 


was waiting and watching for a 
chance to put over a decisive punch. 
It came near the end of the round 
and a hard right smash to the jaw 
put Alberts down. He was sure 
enough hurt this time and glad to 
take the count of nine. At the count
